it to his Court, as ſoon as he had oppor- 
tunity; nor the publiſhing of it to the 
World in his Gazette, when he had had 
more time to think upon it ; and that 
in an Age when things of this Nature 
were ſure to be ridicul'd . 

Had this happend ſince the many 
Defeats of his Armies, the Confuſions 
of his Counſels and Affairs; Perſons 
would have made ſuch an extraordinary 
Concern about a Dream, tlie Effect of 
his being ſuperannuated and craz d, c.

Hlereupon be awaked, ind be told his 
Dream to all his Court ; adding that he 
would give twenty thouſand Louis d Ors,

afterwards be appear d very melancholy. 


Monl. Brouſſon, in the fore-mention'd

of Monks, Jeſuits, Sc. who have laid 
the Church delolate ; and by their ln- 
fluence it is, that his Popiſn Subjects are 
induced in ſuch Numbers to take Arms 
to hinder the Eſtabliſhment of the Truth, 
and the pure Worſhip of God in the 
Kingdom.

Part of his People ſhould again revive 
and flouriſh, but the orher decay and be

This Commander: 1 was cloathed with 
4 Coat half Gold and half Iron. | 
Gold, he lays, is a precious Metal, the 
Emblem of Virtue and Excellent. Qua- 
lities : Iron is an Emblem of Violence 
and Hardneſs, and is uſed to break other 
things. 


The Head, fays . is the Beginnio 

of your Reign, but it was ſo long thro 
your Childhood e're you came to the 
B Govern- 
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Government of your Kingdom, that 
there is nothing ſaid of that in this Dream. 


The Armour of Lead he makes to re- 
preſent the middle of his Reign. 
Lead of all Metals is the ſofteſt, and 
of the leaſt Value, and ſhews, he ſays, how 
little glorious the middle of his Reign was. 
The Boots of Braſs. This, he fays, re- 
preſents the laſt Period of his Reign. 
Braſs was an Emblem of the Crecian Mo- 


narchy ; it is a Metal ſhining and hard, 


and ſhews that the laſt Period of his Ma- 
jeſty's Reign fhould be bright and firm. 
But the Legs reprefent that the King- 
dom ſhould be divided. The Union, in 
which his Subjects had lived, through 
the Advantage of the Treaty of Pacifica- 
tion, was already broken, and would be 
worſe and worſe; and this Diviſion will 
be followed with a Diviſion of the King-

The Sword of Wood, is a Sword in Ap- 
pearance, but effects very little.

Here he tells him, that he had or- 
der d his Subjects to go to War; and 
thoſe that will not are threaten d with 
Ruin; and ſays that by this means many 
Provinces were deſtitute of Men either 
to Till the Ground or dreſs the Vines.

Hereupon Mr. Broaffon exhorts him

He exhorts him to ſet at Liberty, 
out of their Priſons, thoſe who ſuffer for 
the Holy Name of God; and all thoſe 
whoſe Conſciences are enflaved, 1

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call thoſe back that are diſperſed and 


baniſhed ; and permit them to ſerve 
God according to their Conſciences: 


And that he would endeavour to have 
all his Subjects, who live in Wicked- 
neſs, Ignorance, Errour, Superſtition 
and Idolatry, better Inſtructed. 


Then, ſays he, God will bleſs Your 


expreſſible Contentment. 


And Concludes; Praying, that God 
would penetrate his Heart by the Effi- 


cacy of his Grace, preſerve and bleſs 
him, and his Royal Family, and all his 
People.
